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Connecting your TV 



Note: One IR blaster cable Is provided with your TV. No other cables are provided. 

• Coaxial cable is the cable that comes in from your antenna, cable TV service, or cable 
converter box. Coaxiai cabie has "F" connectors. 

• Standard stereo A/V cables usually come in sets of three, and are typicaiiy color-coded 
according to use: yeiiow for video, red for stereo right audio, and white for stereo left (or 
mono] audio. Your TV's standard A/V inputs are color-coded in the same manner as 

the cables. 

• S-video cable is for use with video equipment that has an S-Video connector. 

• Component video cables come in sets of three (typically color-coded red, green, and 
blue], and are for use with video equipment that has component video connectors. Your 
TV's ColorStream' (component video] inputs are color-coded in the same manner as the 
cables.

Searching and sampling the code of a device (8500) 

If you do not know the device code for a particular target unit, you 
can cycle the remote control through the available codes for that 
device mode and sample the fianctions to find the code that properly 
operates the target device. The keys available to be sampled, provided 
they are applicable to that mode, are POWER, 1, VOL ▲, CH and 
PLAY.
